The  Administrators 

All  of  the  curricula  of  the  school  are  managed  by  Mr.  R.  D.  Shouse,  principal 
of  the  High  School,  Mr.  Herbert  Green,  assistant  principal,  and  Mrs.  Winfred  Bolm, 
administrator  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

Mr.  Shouse  has  been  at  Normandy  ever  since  the  begimiing  of  the  High  School 
ten  years  ago,  and  has  seen  its  growth  and  has  steadily  worked  for  its  improvements. 

He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Missouri  in  1916  and  received  a  B.S. 
degree  in  Education.  In  1920  he  received  an  A.M.  from  the  Teachers'  College  at 
Columbia  University. 

For  the  first  few  years,  Mr.  Shouse  taught  some  subjects,  but  so  much  has  now 
been  added  to  his  work  that  he  attends  oidy  to  the  duties  of  principal  which  are 
mighty  ones. 

Mr.  Green,  "Pitt"  to  many  students,  came  to  Normandy  nine  years  ago  as  the 
students'  athletic  coach.  But  recently  Mr.  Green  has  been  appointed  assistant 
principal ;  he  also  teaches  two  subjects,  Salesmanship  and  Commercial  Law,  and 
sponsors  the  Senior  Hi-Y  Club. 

Before  "Pitt"  came  to  Normandy  he  was  the  Athletic  Director  at  Westminster 
College  in  Fulton,  Missouri,  and  the  principal  of  Clayton  and  Centre  High  Schools. 

Mrs.  Bolm  has  charge  of  the  Junior  High  School.  Nine  years  ago  Mrs.  Bolm 
came  to  Normandy  as  a  teacher  of  English  and  Social  Science,  but  she  proved  to 
be  such  a  capa])le  worker  that  she  has  secured  the  job  of  Administrator  of  the  Junior 
High.  In  addition  to  this  work  she  also  teaches  Junior  High  Mathematics  and 
sponsors  the  Corridor  Officers. 

Mrs.  Bolm  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Chicago,  with  a  Ph.B.  degree.

The  Corridor  Officer  Force  was  first  organized  by  Mrs.  Bohn  in  1927,  to 
establish  the  proper  conduct  in  the  corridors,  lunchroom,  and  locker  rooms. 

The  first  Force  consisted  of  captain,  three  sergeants,  and  twenty-one  lieuten- 
ants, six  of  whom  were  girls. 

At  the  present  time  students  from  various  classes  are  selected  for  the  Force, 
who  are  to  give  some  of  their  time  and  attention  to  securing  order  during  the  passing 
time  and  during  assemblies.  Another  duty  is  to  acquaint  visitors  with  the  school, 
buildings  of  the  campus,  and  traditions  of  Normandy. 

The  first  captain  in  '27,  was  James  Gorton;  in  '28,  Burdette  Bushmann;  in  '29 
and  '30,  Edward  Strickland;  and  in  '31,  George  Labuta. 

The  present  Force  consists  of  captain,  four  lieutenants,  and  thirteen  other 
members. 

Normandy,  we  all  know,  is  a  rather  crowded  school  for  its  small  capacity.  That 
is  one  reason  corridor  regulation  is  such  a  vital  necessity  here. 

These  boys  who  maintain  order  are  never  over-bearing.  They  do  not  flount  their 
authority  and  they  have  won  the  respect  of  the  entire  student  body. 

We  at  Normandy  feel  that  there  is  excellent  order  among  students  while  passing 
to  and  from  classes;  and  that  it  would  never  be  pi^ssible  to  manage  without  the 
guidance  of  this  group.

In  1926  the  "'A"  Dramatic  Club  was  organized,  sponsored  by  Miss  Marie  Cooley, 
who  still  heads  the  group.

Approximately  six  years  ago  a  group  of  students  interested  in  science  felt  the 
need  of  a  Museum  Club  at  Normandy  and  formed  one. 

Each  year  since  that  memorable  period,  the  members  have  endeavored  to  im- 
prove their  club,  sponsored  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Shay,  by  adding  many  different  types  of 
specimens  to  the  school  collection.  With  this  motive  in  mind  throughout,  it  is 
easily  understood  why  this  club  receives  so  much  well-deserved  approval. 

Many  an  ambitious  student  finds  his  haven  among  the  fish,  animals,  flowers, 
and  rocks,  which  can  be  seen  on  display  in  the  laboratory,  stowed  away  in  cases, 
and  hidden  in  remote  corners  of  the  stock  room. 

The  Museum  Club  is  divided  into  groups  which  represent  a  certain  type  of  work. 
Members  choose  the  group  in  which  they  are  most  interested. 

These  groups  are  the  modeling  group,  which  makes  models  of  perfect  flowers 
with  removable  parts;  the  tree  group,  whose  object  is  to  label  all  trees  on  the  Nor- 
mandy campus;  the  taxidermy  group  who  catches,  collects,  mounts,  and  records 
data  of  fish;  the  herbarium  group,  who  collects  and  mounts  flowers;  and  the 
Geology  group,  whose  occupation  is  the  collecting  and  labeling  of  the  rocks  of 
Missouri. 

All  of  this  work  accomplished  by  the  Museum  Club  is  used  in  the  biology 
classes  throughout  the  year. 

As  a  side-line  the  club  has  visited  various  places  of  interest;  namely:  Jefferson 
Memorial,  the  Snake  House,  the  National  Flower  Show,  in  which  the  club  entered 
an  exhibit  of  Mollusks  arranged  attractively  in  a  booth  entitled  "Nature  Study",  the 
Educational  Museum,  and  Washington  University. 

The  club  also  has  an  annual  field  trip,  which  is  spent  in  the  collecting  of  more 
specimens  and  in  having  an  enjoyable  time. 

"To  maintain  a  working  collection  of  specimens  for  use  in  the  Normandy  High 
School  classes.  To  develop  hobbies  which  will  assure  the  enjoyable  use  of  leisure 
hours."  These  are  the  aims  of  this  group  which  is  enough  to  convince  us  that  the 
Museum  Club  is  one  of  the  many  things  that  has  aided  Normandy  in  its  "March 
of  Progress."

Pedro,  an  innkeeper,  is  unable  to  pay  rent  to  his  landlord,,  Carlos,  a  young 
man  of  wealth.  Carlos  is  outlawed  because  of  his  suspected  complicity  with  Romero, 
an  ex-smuggler,  who  directs  the  passage  of  arms  and  ammunition  through  the 
Federal  lines  to  the  revolutionary  forces.  Felipa,  daughter  of  Pedro,  refuses  to  be 
a  party  to  her  father's  scheme  of  marrying  her  to  Carlos  to  save  paying  the  rent. 
Felipa  knows  that  Carlos  is  smitten  with  the  charms  of  Pepita,  a  country  girl  who 
has  fled  to  the  village  to  escape  the  raids  of  the  soldiers,  and  that  his  interest  is 
reciprocated  although  the  two  have  never  met.  When  things  are  worst,  Henry 
Hepworth,  an  American  millionaire,  touring  with  his  sister,  Jane,  and  his  valet, 
Wilson,  arrives  at  the  inn,  secures  a  whole  floor,  and  is  immediately  attracted  to 
Felipa.  Wilson  presumes  to  aspire  to  Jane,  or  rather  her  money,  but  receives  small 
encouragement.  Carlos  and  Pedro  plan  to  abduct  Jane  and  convey  her  to  Romero 
to  hold  for  ransom.  Their  plot  proves  successful,  and  immediately  preparations 
are  made  for  a  pursuit  and  rescue. 

However,  Romero  falls  in  love  with  his  prisoner,  and  his  life  appeals  to  Jane. 
Accompanied  by  Wilson,  guided  by  Carlos,  and  followed  by  Pepita,  Hepworth 
arrives  to  negotiate  for  the  ransom.  Romero  will  accept  nothing  but  Jane's  hand 
in  marriage,  which  is  agreeable  to  her.  Because  of  his  revolutionary  activities,  the 
government  places  a  price  on  Romero's  head.  It  is  possible  that  Pedro  will  use 
his  knowledge  of  Romero's  past  to  the  latter's  disadvantage.  Therefore,  Hepworth, 
having  undertaken  to  buy  Pedro's  silence,  bids  au  revoir  to  Romero  and  departs 
with  the  rest  of  the  group.  Meanwhile,  Felipa  is  only  anxious  over  Hepworth's 
fate,  and  Pedro  mourns  over  the  unpaid  board  bill.  When  the  party  arrives,  Carlos 
explains  matters  satisfactorily  to  Pepita,  but  Pedro  demands  a  substantial  honorarium 
from  Hepworth  in  return  for  his  consent  to  part  with  Felipa.  Wilson  returns,  but 
Romero's  unexpected  return  gives  him  his  acquittance.  Love  affairs  are  arranged, 
Romero  is  appointed  Governor,  and  there  is  a  fiesta  in  honor  of  the  new  regime.

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The  Coaches 

Miss  Ruth  Nax,  a  Missouri  University  graduate,  has  been  sponsoring  the  girls' 
athletics  for  two  years.  This  year,  besides  having  charge  of  the  gym  classes,  she 
coached  the  girls'  varsity  teams  and  took  charge  of  the  Normandy  Mothers'  Gym 
Club  and  the  Pep  Club.  Miss  Nax  helped  the  Pep  Club  organize  a  system  by  which 
it  might  repay  its  best  members. 

Miss  Helen  Kahl,  also  a  graduate  of  Missouri  University,  assisted  with  the 
coaching  of  the  volley  ball  and  hockey  teams.  She  teaches  in  the  Junior  High 
School  and  also  has  charge  of  the  Girls'  Tennis  Club. 

Miss  Grace  Kirkendall,  who  is  a  teacher  at  McKinley  Grade  School,  became 
an  assistant  coach  at  Normandy  during  the  basketball  season  this  year.  She  is 
a  graduate  of  Springfield  State  Teachers  College,  and  has  charge  of  all  the  girls' 
class  teams. 

Miss  Agnes  Liddle,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Harris  Teachers  College,  helped  to 
coach  the  baseball  teams.

Normandy  High  School  wrestlers  have  this  year  enjoyed  their  most  success- 
ful season  since  wrestling  has  been  listed  among  the  Viking  sports.  The  students 
hope  that  these  progressive  results  will  help  to  give  wrestling  its  place  in  the 
physical  education  program  of  our  high  school. 

Normandy's  team  placed  second  in  the  first  annual  County  Wrestling  Tourna- 
ment held  at  Normandy  High,  March  23  and  24,  with  a  total  of  39  points — 25 
points  ahead  of  Ferguson  who  won  third.  In  this  meet  Ben  Kelley,  Charlie  Hengsen, 
Howard  Vie,  and  Henry  Fienup  won  championships,  while  Bill  Wheeler  and  Bill 
Green  came  in  second  with  Ben  Levin  winning  a  third. 

In  the  Missouri  State  Wrestling  Tournament  held  at  Columbia,  March  31  and 
April  1,  competition  was  greater  and  better  than  ever  before.

In  this  year's  playing  against  four  schools,  the  team  won  one, 
tied  one  and  lost  two  matches.  These  matches  consisted  of  fourteen  holes  of  golf, 
if  played  on  a  week  day,  and  eighteen,  if  played  on  Saturday.  The  opportunities 
to  play  these  matches  was  made  possible  through  the  friendly  cooperation  of  certain 
golf  clubs  in  permitting  the  schools  to  use  their  courses.  Normandy  used  as  its 
home  course,  and  played  all  its  home  games  at  Norwood  Hills  Country  Club.  This 
year,  for  the  first  lime,  two  letters  were  awarded  to  the  two  boys  having  the  best 
general  averages. 

Without  any  practice  the  team  went  into  the  first  match  of  the  year  with 
University  City's  practiced  and  much  experienced  team.  The  result,  as  may  well 
be  expected,  was  that  University  City  won  by  a  fairly  large  score.  Howard  Vie 
led  the  Normandy  team  with  a  seventy-three  which  is  a  very  good  score  con- 
sidering that  it  was  his  first  match.  The  next  match,  played  with  Maplewood,  was 
lost  by  a  close  score.  In  this  match  Schneider  was  low  man.  The  team  then 
traveled  to  Webster  Groves  where  they  played  a  tie  match,  mainly  through  the 
efforts  of  Edward  Scannell  and  Howard  Connelly.  The  match  was  unfortunately 
limited  to  nine  holes,  due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  The  next  match 
resulted  in  Normandy's  first  victory,  with  Scannell  and  Wallace  tieing  for  low 
honors  with  a  seventy. 

Mr.  Krablin,  the  coach,  considers  the  team  a  good  one  for  its  first  year,  and 
there  are  excellent  prospects  for  a  better  one  next  year.
